against these operators,“and of price- 
fixing is strongly emphasized in the 
commissioner's report, which traces 
the trouble in that trade back to the 
inception at Hamilton in June, 1927, 
of the Canadian Heating and Plumb- 
ing Guild. Active organizers of that 
organization, which Mr, Waldron 
terms the “combine,” were Lou's M. 
Singer, a Toronto lawyer and creator 
of guilds in other industries; R. E. 
Belyea, H, A, Weinraub and G. R. 
Baker, of Toronto, 

Out of the guild developed the 
Dominion Chamber of Credits, which 
was incorporated by Singer and three 
members of his office staff, and which 
later gave way to the Amalgamated 
Builders’ Council, Of the A.B.O, the 
comm'ssioner says that it was 
“merely” a contrivance made to afford 
to the members of the combine im- 
munity under the Trade Unions Act. 

Got Big Salary 

From June, 1927, to September 30, 
1929, says the report, Singer received 
through this alleged combine from 
the plumbing and heating industry 
gross $82,003.71, out of which after 
payment of rent, salaries, and travel- 
ling expenses, he retained for him- 
self a net sum of $42,926.84. He ad- 
mitted a gross income, continues the 
report, from all his guilds in three 
years of $120,000, 

As commissioner of the alleged com- 
bine, Singer, according to the report, 
was the arbiter of the industry, with 
full power to control it and decide all 
matters of difference now existing or 
to arise within it. 

The power of expulsion from the 
combine was retained by Singer, and 
there was expulsion for non-payment 
of fees, cutting prices, non-disclosure 
of tenders, lack of financial ability, 
and disobedience to the rules as 
Singer had announced. 

An element of the structure of the 
combine was the sending out of lists 
from time to time of members first of 
the guild and later of the D.C.C, and 
A.B.C, to master-plumbers, jobbers, 
and manufacturers who had joined 
the combine. 

Unfair Weapon 

“A more unfair weapon in the cir- 
cumstances could hardly be invented,” 
comments the report. 

Mr, Waldron devotes considerable 
space to specific incidents of master- 
plumbers being boycotted by jobbers 
and refused material because the 
former were not members of the guild. 
Windsor, Ont., was one of the cities 
where this type of thing was strongly 
in evidence, As a_ result several | 
operators were compelled to buy their | 
material from the United States, the | 
goods thus imported running into 
many thousands of dollars. Other 
plumbers lost thousands of dollars due | 
to being boycotted. | 

The alleged combine ordered the | 
raising of tender prices with a certain 
percentage set aside for the guild it-| 
self 

A larger activity of oppression was 
attempted in Toronto on the registra- 
tion of the A.B.C, and the making in | 
September, 1928, of an agreement | 
with the local journeymen’s union No. | 
46 to become effective May 1, 1926, by 
which the latter professed to bind its 
members not to work for any but 
members of the A.B.C. or Guild. The 
report says: 

These activities developed until they 
embroiled the whole building trade 
and culminated in the strike which 
paralyzed some large construction 
works in Toronto last spring. From 
the disclosures then made the inves- 
tigation just concluded resulted,

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Nations to Present Claims | 
at Naval Conference 


Next Month

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—-8ix weeks 
efore the opening of the naval dis- 
trmament conference in London, of- 
ficials here remain hopeful of the 
outcome. Yet there is no attempt to | 
minimize the difficulties which must | 
be overcome if Great Britain, the! 
United States, Japan, France and Italy | 
are to arrive at an agreement for re- | 
duction of their naval forces. As the | 
time of actual negatiations approache 
an atmosphere of anxious care is felt 
at the state department. As the pro- 
grammes of the powers are partially 
exposed to the public at this stage of 
the proceedings, the difficulties of 
agreement are thrown into a highlight, 
Major divergences so far apparent 
may be summarized as follows: 

Great Britain and the United States 
have declared themselves for parity 
category by category whereas France 
favors limitation of total tonnage, ‘The 
Japanese attitude is not clear but 
when here last week, Reijiro Wak- 
atsuki, head of the delegation, Japan 
suggested Imitation of auxiliary craft 
by total tonnage. Japan stands with 
France and Italy on submarines, feel- 
ing the “poor man’s battleship” essen- 
tial to her defence, Great Britain and 
the United States want submarines 
abolished 

The Japanese, It ts understood 
would like to rate as 7-10 with the 
nation having the largest number of 
ten thousand ton cruisers, In auxili- 
ary craft Japan requires the ratio of 
7-10, It ts considered probable the 
dominions of Australia and New Zea- 
land might not like to grant the Paci- 
fic power such strength in offensive 
cruisers, 

The question raised by France, the 
{ncislenee upon consideration of naval 
disarmament as an integral part of 
the whole problem of land, alr and 
sea disarmament, and the suggestion 
that the London conference must be 
considered as preliminary to the work 
of the League of Nations, appear 
present problems of magnitude for the 
United States 

Informed circles here see in the de- 
mand of Italy for parity with France, 
a difficulty tor Great Britain in the 
Mediterranean, where lies the British 
role to the east 

It is learned in official circles at 
Paris that Italy's most recent rejoinder 
to the Freneh memorandum on naval 
disarmament is felt to have left the 
situation about where it was before, 

The Italian reply again sought to 
link the limitation of naval armament 
with what official circles described as 
“political” questions which ts under- 
itood to mean further concessions of 
territory by France in North Africa 
adjoining Italy's Tripolitan colony.

A NEW VIEWPOINT 


The Dominion Government is to start a 

steamship service to India. Twenty years 
ago that would have brought a nation- 
wide chorus of ridicule and protest, if 
anyone had ventured to propose it. Now 
it would be only a logical extension of the 
accepted trade policy of the country. 
‘anadians are now doing business from 
the Arctics to the tropics, in both hemis- 
heres, and wherever there is a new mar- 
cet in sight for any of our varied pro- 
lucts Canada is definitely in the field to 
upply the demand. 

A couple of decades ago Canadians 
thought of trade from the stand-point of 
consumers looking for cheap sources of 
supply. Now they regard trade from the 
standpoint of producers looking for buy- 
ers. That change in the national view- 
point is important, economically and poli- 
tically. It means that in tke field of 
business Canada is on the aggressive, 
everywhere and against all comers. 


A WELCOME CHANGE 


A welcome Christmas greeting to 
thousands of Canada’s former soldiers will 
be the announcement at Ottawa that the 
pensions act is to be amended, with the 
particular object of making the pensions 
board the protector of the rights of the 
war-injured veteran against parsimony, 
rather than the protector of the public 
treasury against bona fide claims for pen- 
sions. 

The gratification will be by no means 
confined to parties directly concerned, or 
to returned men, It has never been the 
wish of the public that a disabled veteran 
should have to fight for a pension as the 
reward of having fought for his country. 
Rather, that where there is a reasonable 
doubt as to a veteran's eligibility by a 
strict interpretation of the law, the vet- 
eran should be given the benefit of the 
doubt, and not the taxpayer. The amend- 
ment of the act and its adm)nistration 
along that line will meet with general and 
hearty approval. 

THE SUBMARINE IS TO STAY 

The head of the Japanese delegation 
to the London armament conference says 
flatly, “We cannot agree to abolishment 
of the submarine, as suggested by 
England and the United States.” 

That ends that particular proposal, 
and it may as well be struck off the list. 
If Japan will not give up the submarine, 
neither will other countries. And if Japan 
had not refused to out-law the U-boat 
some other country would certainly have 
done 80, 

The submarine has few defenders, 
but plenty of adherents. There is some 
thing about the use of under-water craft 
that is repugnant to the sense of fairness, 
like shooting from ambush or poisoning 
a water supply. But it is one thing to 
dislike # weapon and quite another thing 
to refuse to keep one handy in case of 
emergency. 

For purposes of defence one submarine 
may be worth a squadron of battle-ships 
or a fleet of cruisers, But for submarines 
and mines the British fleet could have 
shot to pieces every German town within 
twenty miles of the coast. But because 
of these under-water defences, the grand 
fleet never undertook a set bombardment 
of a German fortification in four years 
of fighting. 

Japan clings to the submarine because 
it is restricted to second place in the 
number of capital ships. Britain and the 
United States could afford to abolish

Throughout the western world an old social order 
is challenged by a new economic order that has been 
born of the marriage of science and technology 

cnn The great creative moments of 
history have been the moments 
when men became aware of the 
tension between an old and a 
new order and sought to effect a 
merger of the best features of the 
old and of the new, 

Sometimes these eras of ten 
ston have ended in an advance of 
civilization 

Sometimes they have ended in 


a pitiful retreat of the forces of 
Glenn Vrank civilization 
Nowhere does this tension between an old social 


order and a new economic order promise developments 
more interesting to watch than In the sou(hern United 
States, 

A new South is laboring through a birth process 

It is not yet clear whether the new South will be 
better or worse than the old South 

Everything will depend upon the forces and faiths 
that survive when the battle between the old social 
order and the new economic order is relatively well 
along or over, and it is possible to count up the 
casualties and conquesis. 

The most important single task confronting South- 
ern leadership just now is a careful stock-taking of 
the factors that remain of the old order and the forces 
that animate the new order that is In the making 

In the issue of the Saturday Review for October 
26, Henry Seidel Canby-—I suppose it was the clair- 
voyant Canby—presents a discussion of The New 
South that gives some hints for the beginning of a 
stock-taking of the factors of the present South that 
must enter, in little or large measure, into the making 
of the potential South, 

He suggests that the South has at least three races 
and four cultures, viz.: 

The South has the race of mountaineers 

‘The South has the race of lowlanders 

The South has the race of negroes. 

The South has the emotional, unmoral, negro cul- 
ture, uninhibited save by a sense of inferiority 

The South has the puritanistic culture of the rural 
mountain white, animated and aggravated by pre- 
judice 

The South has the culture of chivalry, generous 
living, and rich soctal intercourse carried down from 
pre-war days in the traditions of the plantation class 

The South has something at least akin to a culture 
in its romantic remembrance of ideals that were 
drowned in the bitter wine of defeat, for that re- 
membrance still colors the living and thinking of 
significant sectors of Southern population 

If Dr, Canby’s first rough strokes towards a cul- 
tural map of the South be at all true, these factors will 
enter into the conflict of forces out of which the 
future South is to come,

That Madame Roland who was, dur- 
ing one phase of the French Revolu- 
tion, the directing genius of a pollt- 
ical party, gave the world a rare ex- 
ample of how to meet danger and 
death, 

The triumph of the radical Jacobins 
over the moderate Girondists, of whose 
aims Madame Roland was the very 
soul, inaugurated an era of bloody ter- 
rorism. It was inevitable that those 
Girondisté who held fast to their prin- 
ciples must suffer. Madame Roland 
did not forsake hers. 

“T will make no attempt at secret 
escape,” she told her friends. “My 
enemies may find me always in my 
place, If I am assassinated it shall 
be in my own home. I owe my counts 
an example of firmness, and I will 
give it.” 

That night she was arrested and, 
having kissed her sleeping child good- 
bye, was taken to prison. In the

SPECIAL RINSES FOR THE HAIR}, 


While speaking of various essential 
points in care of the hair, I have 
repeatedly told my readerg that proper 
shampooing is of paramount import- 
ance, And along with the shampoo 
one must consider rinses, for, no mat- 
ter how conscientiously one may mas 
sage the scalp before the shampoo no! 
how careful in choosing the crrrect 
soap, if rinsing is neglected the hati 
will still be dull and Ifeless.. 

In the first place, the hair must 
be rinsed thoroughly to make sure 
that every particle of soap has been 
washed out, Nearly everyone has had 
the annoying experience of thinking 
the hair wes cleansed properly and 

became 


hair had been dried. This is caused 
by the soap left in the hair, So after 
shampooing until hair and scalp are! 
clean, rinse very thoroughly. If warm 
water is used for the first two or three 
rinsings it will be easier to wash out 
the soap. This method also leaves 
the hair softer, 

As a final rinse there are special! 
products suited to the various kinds 
of hair. The blonde is anxious to keep | 
her hair from turning dark and in her | 
desire to do so many # blonde has 
unwisely used undiluted peroxide on 
her hair with results that are most 
disheartening. Peroxide alone is 60 
strong that it will eat into the hair 
shafts, making them brittle ‘and dull 
in appearance, Lemon Juice also is 
too strong to use undiluted as a rinse 
for blond hair, But though it ts not 
wise to use undiluted peroxide or 
lemon juice on the hair, both of these 
agents are perfectly harmless and 
make a splendid rinse for blond hair 
when they are diluted sufficiently 
with water, 

The juice of two lemons mixed with | 
two quarts of water may be used as a} 
fing rinse for most shades of blond 
as well as for brown or light brown 


hair, Camomile tea is ulso a very 
good rinse for ashen blond or light

Those who wish & stronger 
rinse to brighten fair hair will find 
that adding the camomile tea to two} 
tablespoonfuls of peroxide, two table- 
sponfuls of lemon juice and one quart | 
of tepid water is very effective, The 
rinse should be applied evenly over 
the hair, left on for about ten minutes 
and then rinsed off in tepid water. 

When it comes to auburn hair there | 
is nothing better than a henna rinse 
for accentuating its bronze lights and | 
lustre, The henna rinse for auburn 
or chestnut brown hair is made by 
boiling two ounces of dried henna 
leaves in one quart of water until @ 
dark reddish-brown liquid _ results, 
Strain out the leaves and add more 
water to obtain the des'tred shade, 
First rinse the hair in clear, tepid 
water and then apply the warm henna 
rinse to the hair, using a small sponge 
or toothbrush to spread it evenly over 
each strand of hair, Leave on for 
about ten minutes and then rinse in 
clear water. 

There is nothing which adds more 
loveliness to a mature face than sil- 
very hair, so in shampooing this type 
of hair a rinse which will make it 
absolutely snow-white shouid be used, 
After shampooing with warm water 
(soft water if possible) and a soap 
jelly made with pure castile soap, rinse 
in tepid water and to the fine! rinsing 
water add just a few drops of French 
blueing. This will help make white 
hair the crowning glory which it ls so 
capable of being.
